assured we charged and occupied the 
inner line* of h*avy gun positions, 
subsequently dislodging * remnant of 
the enemy which was stubbornly hold- 
ing the foit which we «eupiect and 
captured the entfre works."

Creek and Cherokee 


The prevalence of S>.-otcb names with 


the Creek and Cherokee Indians Das at 
various times been the source of some 
comment. 
Although other tuitions, 


and, In fact, nearly every nation, is 
represented by the names borne by 
these people, these Scotch names are 
far more numerous and have suffered 
less change thaa those acquired from 
any other nation. The names of some 
of these Scotch Indians are closely ai- 
lied with tut- history ot tho&s two na- 
tions for tbe past 100 jears, and for 
several generations such names as Mc- 
Intosh, JlcKellop, Mct'ambs, Adir, 
McQueen and MeGUlivary are register- 
ed ou nearly all tbe treaties and offi- 
cial paper* of moment to either na- 
tion. Men bearing these names today 
are among tbe foremost ot' the pro- 
gressive Indians. 


As was stated, the origin of these 


Scotch names dates back over 100 
years. At that time the Creek and 
Cherokee Indians more especially bent 
their efforts toward building up a na- 
tion of physically perfect men 
Tlie 


women were encouraged to mate only 
with the strong, robust men of tlte 
tribe, and if it weak man withstood thu 
taupts and gibes of his f.el!ovra-a«u re- 
miiined there was little chuuee at his 
securing a wife. In that way the life 
of these people wns almost Sjfartan, 


While thi-s sentiment waw at its 


height and the tribes were living in 
Georgia, some time before the Revolu- 
tion, a regiment of Scotch Highlanders 
was quartered in the vicinity of one 
of the principal Tillages of the nations, 
The Indian maidens Joolct-d witu favor 
on the burly men of the north of Scot- 
land, and a number of marriages was 
the result. When the regiment was or- 
dered back to England or to some oth- 
er quarter of the globe there were 
some of these Scotchmen who stayed 
behind, and their names have thus 
been Bxed in the annals of tbe Greet 
nation. It Is through the CreaUs that 
the Cherokees acquired their Scotch 
names,— Okniulgee News.

Tbe sides are 
very smo«th and inviting. 


The plant thus equipped, lies in 


wait, if the expression may be used, 
until some fly or small insect enters

So smooth are the sides that when tbe 
prey Is once in the water it has great 
difficulty lu getting out find, as a *ule, 
quickly drowns. Tho insect is then de-

The matter is, simple *io«ih to those | 


who know. It U attuined by tbe coro- 
busi'on of the saits of certaiu metaia. 
In other words, th% bBrciBg metals 
hare each their characteristic color. 
Sodium gives off yellow flame; cal- 
cium, orange; barium, green; stronti- 
um, red; copper, green or blue, accord- 
ing to circumstances, and s.o on. Other 
familiar metals, iron, steel and sine, 
give their tribute of colors. Iron filings 
gi\e bright red and white sparks; cop- 
per filings, a green tint; zinc, a fine 
blue; steel filings and cast iron borings, 
a Tirilliant fire with, wavy radiations. 


Every one is familiar witU the^color- 


ed fires, but who would suppose that 
lyeopodium, the delicate pollen o* cer- 
tain mosses, so fine that U is used, to 
powder baby's skio, furnishes a rose 
colored firs with a magnificent flame'; 
These colored tires are called in tech- 
nical language "fixed fires"' and con- 
sist of slow compositions that may be 
piled m little cones on a flagstone nod 
limited at tbe top. They burn slowly 
and there Js no explosion. -These com- 
positions are made In many colors. 


Roroiu candles belong to the fixed 


fire class und are also called fusees. 
We all kaow the straight, slender cyl- 
inder or cartridge of the ordinary ro- 
man candle. It is packed as follows: 
First there is put lu it a charge of fine 
gunpowder, and above this is placed n 
"star." These are simply balls*of sesi? 
special composition containing metallic 
filings, according to the color desired, 
made up with gum and spirits of wine. 
Stars and charges alternate until the 
erliiidtr is full. Bach star ball is dried 
and dusted with gitnpowder before 
packing. TJie first charge of gunpow- 
der in exploding starts the stellar pro- 
cession until one after another tliej 
blaze individually and vanish like fall- 
ing star*. Next in order to tbe fixed 
fires coaae rotating firewot to—namely, 
•wheels, fire wheels, blseetiug wheels 
plnrai •wheels, caprice wheels and 
spiral wheels, all more or less com- 
plex. 


The colon? of fireworks are a matter 


02 chemistry; the no less important mo- 
tions ttot display the beauty of these 
colors to tbe'best advantage are a mat- 
ter of-mechanics. The man who ia a 
Srat class pyrotechnist is veised in both 
sciences. 


The ordinary pinwheel is au simple ex- 


ample of rotating fireworks. It is a 
long case packed -with a flre composi- 
tion and wound round n disk of w ood. 
The outer end of th.e spiral 18 primed 


SB, explosive material. When it 


is lighted it ''kicks," just es a gun does 
when the powder explodes In the car- 
tridge, and round and isund flies the 


, sending out flashes and showers 


of colored or golden fire. 


Some of th« most dazzling and glori- 


ous effects in pyrotecbnicfil displays 
are-produced by rotating fireworks, for 
there seems to be no limit to the va- 
riety of arrangement of cases and com- 
positions to produce multiple motions 
and transformation scenes in color in 
this class of fireworks. 


A. third doss comprises the ascending 


fireworks. Skyrockets belong to this 
class and may be simple or very elab- 
orate, according to their garniture of 
stars, sparks, spirals, serpents or show- 
ers of gold or silver rain. 


A skyrocket consists of two parts—n 


body and a bead made separately and 
afterward attached to the body. The 
bofiy is a nuuight cylinder of heavy 
pasted paper closed at the lower end 
so as to leave only a very narrow open- 
ing tor the escape of the fire. A ceu 
tral hollow bore extends three-quarters 
of the way up the body, and all about 
this is packed the special explosive 
composition, the downward recoil of 
•which sends the rocket rushing swift- 
ly upward, guided and balanced by the 
light stick of willow wood. The bend, 
a paper cylinder with s, conical top, 
holds the special composition which Is 
to form shirs, serpents, spirals or what 
not. A fuse in tbe top of the body ex- 
plodes when the rocket reaches its ut- 
most height and sets oft this composi- 
tion the varying color, form and mo- 
tion of •evJwch excite the "Ohs!" and 
"Ahs!" of the admiring crowds. 


The great »ectacclar displays com- 


bine the several classes—fixed, rotat- 
ing and ascending fireworks. 


Temples, trees, ships, portraits, fig- 


ntes of man, beasts and liirds, flowers, 
shields, and so forth, are represented 
by suitable framewoYks of W6od either 
wound with coarse cotton ravings 
about two incites in diameter, impreg- 
nated with certain compositions and 
wet with spirits, or else they have at- 
tached to them lances or cases of car- 
tridge paper filled with various com- 
positions, the whole placed in commu- 
nication by conduits or small paper

be for the locality of the niau order- 
ing. We have before said, and rej»eat 
it here, that the only safe way in buy- 
ing iruit trees is to deal with some re- 
liable firm direct, for this is the only 
way to insure fair prices and satisfac- 
tion In the filling of, .the oeder1. One- 
fourth of. the money worse than wast- 
ed in ouying trees of agents ;properly 
Invested direct with reliable nursery- 
men would place good orchards ail 
over the .country. 


GOOD -TIMES. 


We are asked what the business pros- j 


pects are fo'r. this country for the next J 
four years. Will the times be good? 
Good timee is a very general term, and 
people's ideas differ as to what consti- 
tutes such gbod.tlmes. With some It Is 
a wave of intoxicated and riotous spec- 
ulation, when values of all commodi- 
ties are lutlated—a .sort ot financial 
drunk which J3 Inwardly, followed by a 
national headache. We do not look for 
and do not wish to see any good times 
of this sort, for tlie American people 
have learned some lessons well and to- 
day possess misre financial horse sense 
than they everjuid. before. But we do 
loot to see a continuance of n conserv- 
ative and heaiihful prosperity, such 
demand for labpr,,such prices for agri- 
cultural aud oxanufaetured csmmodl 
ties as will .bring profit to the laborer 
and producer. ,We look for abundant 
and cheap money, the enlargement of 
markets for pur surplus products nnd 
increasingly pfjjlitable relations with 
the worid at iir#e. American finances 
are now ou a sound-basis, there are.uo 
vexing uud .distracting issues for the 
people to scrap;over,, while the oppor- 
tunities for individual and national de- 
velopment anil progress have never 
been -tetter. It is a grand time in 
which toilive, and the United States is 
also tho best exjvujtry iti which to live. 
,A11 tlie.sanie,4t;}s goiug to be just as 
hard foj- the lazy and shiftless man. 
the dishonest man and the man who 
has neither the sense nor the ability ta 
improve his opportunities as it ever 
was.. The best policy for the average 
man is to work as hard and as .intelli- 
gently as he:cau,rto keep out of debt, 
to be content with small profits and 
Safe investments.

This, of course, Is not pleas- 
ant, but it is often the best sen-Ice the 
father can render his son. Tbe boy 
should then be offered every j«^t.;iiio 
facility for acquiring a good common 
school education at least, and some- 
thing higher and better if U is pos- 
sible to let him have it. The .ignorant 
man is handicapped today as never 
before. Mere muscle means about $350 
per year; the educated hand and head 
can only make it more. Better start 
the boy Into the world at twentyrone 
well developed mentally and physically 
without a dollar than to send him out 
Ignorant and untrained with a thou- 
sand dollars! 


FOK THE FARMER'S WIFE. 


A water supply and fuel are two 


things which enter very prominently 
into tbe domestic economy of every 
home, for water aud fire every house- 
wife must have, whether she presides 
over a shanty or a mansion. In lieu 
of providing these two essentials In 
domestic economy some very heavy 
and useless burdens are.often placed 
upon wives and mothers who have 
enough to do even when, these essen- 
tials are made, as convenient as possi- 
ble. We know of well to do farmers 
who' have gone to a good deal of ex- 
pense and trouble to pipe the water 
from their wells to then- barns, so that 
a water supply may be handy for their 
use by just turning a faucet, who In- j 
differently permit their. wives to get 
the supply of water for the home as 
best they may from a well located ten 
rods .from the house, men who will 
have'their barns guttered and leave 
their wives to depend upon an csii 
board and a rain wafer barrel for a 
supply of soft water. There are a few 
things which every farmer's wife has 
a right to demand. They are a hard-' 
wood floor for the kitchen or at least 
a linoleum cover for it, a good cistern, 
accessible by a pump in the kitchen 
sink; a .supply of "hard, or well, water 
under pressure where :there Is a wind- 
mill OB the premises, arid a convenient 
and ample supply of fuel, convenient- 
ly located. This" making a woman lug 
water.and split wood or hunt for fuel 
is ;a relic of barbarism.: A young lady 
with a farmer on the string as,a pro- 
spective husband will do well to have 
these' things settled right before the 
parson gets in his Work.

coru.is just right to cut.up'to go ,|nto 
the silo. There have bo<m some radical 
changes in opinion on this .question 
during the past few years.. We recall 
when it was thought that special vari- 
eties of corn must be uro'S'u for this 
purpose, corn with immense stalks and 
but few «srs, and that this must, be 
cut when iuil of water, .which/ resulted 
iu a quality of ensilage very ! like 
sauerkraut and possessing a loud odor. 
Experience proved that there was a 
better method, nnd now It ;is sgreed 
that the corn should stand In the field 
until well ripened, the "husks and most 
of. the leavys" turned In color, yjblch 
makes when put in the, uilo n sort of 
dry sllagej very fragrant, palatable 
and nutritious and a far better feed 
than thu old sort. Such silage will of- 
ten need more or less water to be add- 
ed to Insure compactness and docs, not 
have the loosening effect upon stock 
to which it Is fed that the old sqrt used 
to have. Tho.ro ia this advantage about 
the silo- thnt tbero is a much longer 
period of time In which to 8<x>ure the 
corn crop when so used than there is 
In which to snvo It as cut corn. Then 
thoro is absolutely .no waste in feeding, 
against n 33 per cent wnstc In feeding 
corn fodder prepared by any other 
method.

cannery has quite changed the crop 
production of the farms tributary to it, 
immense areas of sweet com being 
planted each year, which one year with 
another returns the growers about $20 
per acre besides two tons or thereabout 
ot very choice fodder. This crop, bar- 
tested when in the niltk, makes a very 
light draft upon the fertility of the 
soil, a fact which has much to com- 
mend It It further requires but a min- 
imum amount of hired help to produce 
It and prepare it for market.
